“ Is it true? ” she gasjied when the 
news was imparted. “ Oh, I knewfniy 
bo y wo uld be killed—I have always 
felt it.” 
Her 
daughter, 
Anna 
McMahan, 
came to the do o r, and the two em­ 
braced each o ther in a so rro w to o 
¡xngnant f°r wo rds. 
They had made 
arrangements 
to leave Indianapo lis 
next mo nth fo r Sail Francisco , where 
Blaine McMahan was asso ciate edito r 
o f the Breeder and Sjio rtsiiian; but 
the sad news will stay their jo urney. 
They had ho ped to bo near the yo ung 
man 
where they co uld guard him 
against the danger that the mo ther 
co nstantly feared might o vertake him. 
It was the marvelo us intuitio n o f a 
great lo ve that warned tho mo ther. 
Blaine S. McMahan was a fo rmer 
Indianapo lis bo v. 
He was run do wn 
ami instantly killed by a switch en­ 
gine at Fresno , Cal., last night, and 
a friend, William Zeibbo l, was fatally 
injured. 
The two were driving acro ss 
the railfVmd tracks at Fresno , at the 
time 
o t 
the 
accident. 
Bo th were 
thro wn fro m the vehicle. 
McMahan 
was crushed and mangled under the 
wheels o f the yard engine. 
His bo dy 
will be bro ught to Indiana]>o lis 
Blaine McMahan left Indianapo lis 
last No vember, taking tho po sitio n 
o f asso ciate edito r o n the Breeder and 
S)M>rtsman, published in San Francis­ 
co . 
Until leaving here he had l>een 
asso ciate edito r o f the Western Ho rse­ 
man. and was well kno wn as a clo ver 
writer o n spo rting lines. 
Fo r eight years he wo rked in the
